As always, thanks to Raymie Humbert for information from Mexico. (Other information, unless 
otherwise noted, comes from the FCC and Industry Canada.) The new Mexican listings were released 
six years late by the government. Three of these are above channel 37 and have presumably been 
since modified for lower channels. It is possible some of the rest have also been repacked to different 
channels. 


EX-TEXANS 
A U.S. TV station license is valid for eight years. To avoid having to process everything 


simultaneously, renewal dates are staggered; every two months, the stations in a few states expire. 
For example, licenses in Kansas, Nebraska, and Oklahoma expired on June 1*. 
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Stations must apply for renewal four months before expiration. (to provide the Commission adequate 
time to process the renewal. If the Commission is unable to process the renewal before the expiration 
date, the station may continue to operate as long as the application was filed on time.) 


Licenses in Texas will expire on August 1°. Renewal applications were due four months earlier, by 
April 1*. 36 low-power stations & translators had not filed by that date. 


| expect most of these are not on the air and will not object to non-renewal. Most don’t show up with 
any info on RabbitEars. The exceptions are the translator groups at Gruver, New Mobeetie, and 
Wellington which were reported on a live bandscan on May 28", 2021. Gruver and New Mobeetie 
operate on channels above 37 - if they’re still there, it’s not legal... 


(the groups at Canadian, Follett, and Perryton have been canceled. We'll see if the rest follow suit...) 


The FCC will consider late-filed renewals. However, the station is likely to be fined for failing to file on 
time, and must suspend operation if the expiration date passes before the Commission can act on the 
renewal. 


The next batch of expirations will happen in six Western states on October 1*t. Those renewals were 
to have been filed by June 1*. 


HUT, HUT, HIKE! 


We have a collection of Live Sports Radio STAs this month. Again, these are temporary stations, 
operating at very low power on low-VHF, and used to broadcast to special radios rented to fans at a 
sporting event. At the power levels specified, reception more than a mile or two away is unlikely. In 
any case, here’s the list:

Most of this schedule involves football games of the University of Alabama or Auburn University, 
either home or away. Oxford, Mississippi is home of Mississippi State University; both Alabama and 
Auburn play the Bulldogs during the STA period. The Detroit station is to cover the Lions home 
games. The Green Bay application doesn’t say so but I’d assume it’s for the same purpose for the 
Packers. 


LESS IS MORE 
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You've probably noticed over the years stations requesting reduction in power. There are quite a few 
this month. It probably seems a bit counter-intuitive: wouldn’t a station want to run as much power 
as the FCC permits? There are several reasons why a station may wish to reduce power. 


Over the decades, the most common reason for power reduction is economic. More power means 
more coverage - more square miles reached by the signal —- more people able to see the station — 
more people able to see advertisers’ messages. It also means more money spent on a bigger 
transmitter - more money spent on replacement tubes (or solid-state power modules) —- more money 
spent on a bigger antenna — more money spent on electricity. 


In the Northeast - say, Connecticut - adding another 500 square miles of coverage could bring you 
over 350,000 new viewers. The equation will be rather different in Nebraska where there are only 
12,000 people in 500 square miles. (and that counts Omaha & Lincoln - if your station is in North 
Platte or Scottsbluff the figure will be quite a bit smaller) It’s probably worth running a million watts 
ERP to an antenna 500 meters high if that’ll bring Indianapolis into your station’s coverage area. It’s 
probably not worth it if the largest city you'll add is Colby, Kansas. 


The most recent low-power TV filing window attracted hundreds of successful applications. These 
stations must now be built before their permits expire. The auction winners have a limited amount of 
capital to build dozens of stations simultaneously. In many cases they’re filing to build at reduced 
power, then sell the station & let the new owner file for a later increase. 


MORE IS MORE 


Last month we reported the results of Auction #112. This auction determined who would be allowed 
to apply for new full-power TV stations on certain channels. This month we’re seeing the actual 
applications. For the most part these are a formality; assuming nobody makes a colossal screwup, 
these will be granted. This is where we'll see for the first time the technical parameters these 
stations plan to use. 


TV-49 is Weigel Broadcasting. They operate Me-TV; Heroes & Icons; Start TV; Decades; Movies!; Story 
Television; and Me-TV Plus. One should expect their new stations to carry these networks. 


Gray Television is the second largest owner of TV stations in the U.S.. Gray operates traditional 
ABC/CBS/Fox/NBC affiliates, and | expect their new stations will take up one or more of these roles. 


Radiant Life Ministries’ station in Minnesota will be religious. (not that you couldn’t guess from the 
name!) 


BEK TV’s schedule includes talk shows, old TV reruns, and North Dakota sports. They run a second 
subchannel that appears to be all sports. 


Ventura Broadcasting runs a number of “subchannel networks” on full- and low-power stations in 
California, Idaho, and Colorado. 


Marquee Broadcasting is responsible for seven small stations, mostly in the South. Roughly half are 
traditional network affiliates —- the rest Me-TV or My affiliates. They also run three LPTVs. 


The supply-chain issues affecting many other industries also affect broadcasting. Do not expect 
these stations to appear quickly. 


MASKING UP 


Speaking of reduced power... This month we note WTKR Norfolk, Virginia operating at 40% power 
since their filter failed. We've seen a number of similar temporary power reductions at other stations. 
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What is a mask filter? 


In analog television, the transmitted power was concentrated within the channel. Most was 
concentrated near the visual carrier 1.25MHz from the bottom of the channel, or in the aural carrier 
0.25MHz from the top. There was little “spillage” into the adjacent channels, and a small amount of 
spillage didn’t cause much interference. Also, in analog within a given area, there was always at least 
one blank channel between occupied channels. You could “dump” a bit of out-of-channel radiation 
into these blank spots & not interfere with anything. 


In digital, power is spread evenly throughout the channel. There’s just as much 10KHz from the 
bottom of the channel as there is right in the center. And in order to free up as much spectrum as 
possible for sale to wireless carriers, the FCC disposed of the blank buffer channels. Here in Nashville, 
we have stations on channels 32, 33, 34, 35, and 36. 


Digital signal processing, linearity correction, and improved power amplifiers have greatly reduced 
the amount of out of channel signal. But it isn’t quite enough to allow use of adjacent channels. 
Stations require a brute force “mask filter”. This is installed between the transmitter and the 
antenna. It sharply rejects any radiated signal outside the assigned channel. 


The entire output power of the transmitter must pass through this filter. This may be as much as 
30,000 watts. Any losses will create a fair amount of heat. The station | work for passes roughly 
6,000 watts through its mask filter. The filter sits in a frame on the floor, roughly 2m by 1m (6’ x 3’) 
and about 1m tall. Ours uses a cooling fan, although I’ve heard of some requiring liquid cooling. 
(essentially, the same antifreeze your car uses — obviously it isn’t at risk of freezing but those 
chemicals are chosen because they’re good at transferring heat) 


And since as much as 30,000 watts is passing through this filter, if there are any unexpected losses, 
that can generate an awful lot of unexpected heat. And cause an awful lot of damage. The station 
can often stay on the air by reducing power enough to prevent the damage from getting worse. (and 
then promptly ordering a new filter!)
